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4:30 P. M. Many topics of interest were discussed and the good 
attendance indicated that the delegates considered them most helpful. 

One feature of the institute, which was much appreciated, was 
the opportunity offered to attend the regular classes in the College. 
Miss Goodrich's course on Hospital Administration and Miss Stew- 
art's courses on The Curriculum and Teaching of Nursing, Principles 
and Methods, were regularly attended by the members of the institute. 

On Saturday morning, Miss Albaugh received the delegates at 
the National Nursing Organizations' Headquarters, showed them the 
various departments, explained the purpose of the bureau, and drew 
their attention to the literature published for distribution. 

Altogether the members felt the week had been one of educational 
feasting, and at a luncheon, which was held at the Stockton at the 
close of the session, they voiced their appreciation and gratitude to 
those whose efforts had made the meetings so profitable and unani- 
mously requested that a similar institute be held again next year.
